30 (A1)— Amid 
praise from sym pathetic senators, 
the arm y today unveiled its de­ 
tailed charts for a single cabinet 
dep artm en t w ith authority over 
land, sea an d air forces. 
Sensitive to strong navy oppo­ 
sition to any m erger of the navy 
and w ar departm ents, the arm y 
spokesm an quickly assured legis­ 
lators “this is not a proposal to 
m erge the arm y, navy, a n d air 
force into a single service.” 
Instead, Lt. G eneral J. L aw ton 
Collins described the proposal as 
one that would “guarantee ad e­ 
quate au to n o m y ” for the navy, the 
m arines an d navy air units, as 
well as the a ir forces 
and 
the 
arm y. 
All w ould be placed under 
a single civilian “secretary of tile 
arm ed forces.” 
Senator A ustin (R-V t.), an a d ­ 
vocate of the single arm ed forces

Small Pores Make 
Good Egg Shells 


Ithaca, N. Y.—Scientists 
have 
found that the shell of the aver­ 
age hen’s egg 
has 
about 
8,000 
pores or tiny holes in it. Ho-wever, 
there is a great variation in the 
number and size of these pores. 
The best egg shells are the ones 
with a large number 
of 
small 
pores—so small that the escape of 
gases is difficult and evaporation 
is slow*. 
Poor shells have fewer 
pores, but several large ones that 
make evaporation more rapid. In­ 
vestigators at several experiment 
stations have demonstrated 
that 
these differences in shell quality 
are inherited. 
Workers in the U. S. Bureau of 
Animal 
Industry 
at 
Beltsville 
found that more broken eggs oc­ 
cur among those with poor shell 
quality. 
However, by using the 
progeny test method of breeding 
they were able to 
improve 
egg 
shell quality considerably.

Shark-Re pelting 
Chemical Produced 


Gloucester. Mass.—The shark- 
repelling chemical which was de­ 
veloped during the war to save 
the limbs and lives of “dunked'' 
flyers and sailors promises to be 
a major money-saver to commer­ 
cial fishermen. A test made at the 
suggestion of the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service by the mackerel 
seiner Angie and Florence, oper­ 
ating out of this port, showed that 
it was effective in keeping these 
toothy raiders away from a large 
net full of mackerel, saving both 
fish and net. 
Shark attacks on heavy netfuls 
of fish have long been a 
major 
problem of commercial fishermen. 
The loss in fish is serious enough, 
but damage to Hie 
net 
may 
be 
even more so, for a good mackerel 
net costs several thousand dollars.
